1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing-  year,  and  to  bring  in  your  vote  for  the  elec- 
tion of  Delegates-at-Large,  Alternate  Delegates-at- 
Large,  District  Delegates,  Alternate  District  Delegates 
to  the  National  Convention  of  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic parties,  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  nominating 
party  candidates  for  the  President  and  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  Highways  and  Bridges  for  the  year 
ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  ask  for  Town  Aid  Road, 
and  if  so  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  dollars   ($329). 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Side- 
walks for  the  year  ensuing  and  make  appropriation  of 
the  same. 


6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers 
for  the  year  ensuing  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

7.  Agreeably  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  March  8,  1921,  to  elect  five  (5)  members 
of  the  Budget  Committee  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
fill  any  vacancies  in  said  committee. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  day,  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  paint  the  Minot- 
Sleeper  Library. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  for  Band  Con- 
certs for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  to  be  used  for  the 
destruction  of  Caterpillars  and  Moths  and  their  nests  in 
the  said  Town,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  if  any,  for  the  control  of  White 
Pine  Blister  Rust. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  paint  the 
Town  Hall. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  ($120.00)  to  the  Newfound  Region  Association  to 
aid  in  advertising  and  other  activities  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  of  the  New- 
found Regfion. 


15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars 
($242.CX))  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  of  New 
Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed 
matter,  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising,  calling 
attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the 
town,  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes 
Region. 

16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise,  if  any,  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  High- 
ways of  the  side  streets  in  Bristol  village  and  make 
appropriation  of  the  same. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  each  for  the  Laconia  HospitaJ 
and  the  Franklin  Hospital. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
of  Article  17  of  town  warrant  of  1957  relating  to  discount 
on  taxes. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  have 
recorded  a  certain  quitclaim  deed  executed  by  the 
Northern  Railroad  under  date  of  August  16,  1938,  con- 
veying to  the  Town  of  Bristol  a  tract  of  land  in  Bristol 
82.5  feet  wide  by  about  500  feet  long,  it  being  the  site  of 
the  depots  of  the  discontinued  Bristol  Branch  of  the 
Northern  Railroad. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  convey  to  the 
Newfound  Region  Association,  a  corporation,  in  con- 
sideration of  a  nominal  sum,  the  property  deeded  to  the 
Town  of  Bristol  by  the  Northern  Railroad  on  August  16, 
1938,  this  property  being  the  site  of  the  depots  of  the 
discontinued  Bristol  Branch  of  the  Northern  Railroad.

MINOT-SLEEPER  LIBRARY— REPORT   OF 
TRUSTEES 


The  trustees  of  Minot-Sleeper  Library  are  extremely 
grateful  for  the  bequest  of  $5,000.00  from  the  estate  of 
Frances  Minot,  late  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  which  has  come 
into  their  hands  during  the  past  year.  The  extract  from 
her  will  reads  as  follows : 

"To  the  Trustees  of  the  Minot-Sleeper  Library  of 
Bristol,  N.  H.,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Library 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000), 
the  income  thereof  to  be  expended  as  the  Trustees  see 
fit,  and  if  the  proper  accommodation  of  the  Library  shall 
require  an  addition  to  its  building  any  part  or  the  whole 
of  the  five  thousand  dollars  may  be  used  therefor  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustees." 

This  legacy  is  in  the  form  of  cash  and  sixty-seven 
shares  of  Bristol  Aqueduct  stock. 

The  new  magazine  rack  has  proven  an  added  con- 
venience in  the  reading  room. 

The  congestion  of  the  book  shelves,  reported  last 
year,  has  been  somewhat  relieved.  With  the  assistance 
of  Miss  Pratt,  from  the  State  Library  Commission,  many 
worn  and  outdated  volumes  have  been  removed  from  the 
stacks,  or  placed  in  reserve.  However,  the  space  thus 
made  available  is  fast  being  utilized  by  the  continual 
purchase  of  new  books. 

A  few  minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  Library 
building,  but  much  is  needed  both  to  the  interior  and 
exterior.  The  Trustees  recommend  that  these  repairs 
be  cared  for  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Librarian  and  some  of  the  Trustees  attended 
the  neighborhood  meeting  in  Groton,  also  the  meetings 
of  the  N.  H.  Library  Association  held  in  Plymouth.     One 
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of  the  Trustees  enjoyed  the  wonderful  display  of  books, 
the  exhibition  of  book  binding  and  the  afternoon  with 
some  of  today's  best  known  authors  at  the  Boston  Book 
Fair. 

Much  excellent  reading  can  be  found  in  the  best 
magazines  of  the  day  and  Minot-Sleeper  Library  is  for- 
tunate in  being  able  to  give,  through  the  Minnie  Maria 
Day-Jackman  Fund,  a  fine  opportunity  to  its  readers  in 
this  line.
